Dec 21. — Soviet Russia will 


have its first peace Christmas this 
year since the creation of the Soviet 
forms of government. This was the 
message sent to the outside world to- 
day by Leon Trotzky, people's com- 
missary of war. Tiotzky has just le- 
turned from south Russia where he 
directed military operations 
on the

All the energies of the Soviet he 


said are now being turned toward the 
economic upbuilding of the country 


(NOTE—According to press dis- 


patches from Constantinople the So- 
viet has embarked ^bn a new war in 
Persia, using troops

Wrangel's anti-bolshevik army. Con- 
stantinople reported thai the Russian 
Reds had invaded'northwestern Persia 
and were advancing on Tabris over- 
coming all opposition.) 


Seated in his office in the building 


of the supreme revolutionary

council, Trotzky dictated the follow- 
ing statement: 


"As to the situation on the fronts j 


I may say at this moment we have no i 
active fronts. In the south we have 
eliminated Wrangel.

have routed the legions of Senj.enoff.''

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — Merger 


ot the four principal express com- 
panies into the American Railway Ex- 
press Co , authorized -by the interstate 
commerce commission', now makes it 
impossible for any other express com- 
pany to enter the field in competition 
with the consolidated company, it was 
charged by Commissioner C. C. Mc- 
Choid today. 


McChord asserted the merger only 


creates a greater monopoly in the ex- 
press business. 
He assails the ma- 


jority opinion ot the commission and 
declares tho granting of the applica- 
tion to combine the 
four 
express 


units was fraught with elements of 
danger to the public. Commissioners 
McChord and Meyer were 
arrayed 


against the other seven commissioners 
upon the proposition. 


"I cannot agree with the conclusion 


of the majority that the public inter- 
est will be promoted by this consolida- 
tion," McChord said. 


"The authorization of the consolida- 


tion will destroy every semblance of 
competition in the express business, 
both as to rates and service, thus con- 
firming an existing monopoly. 


"It may be true that there Is now 


no competition as to express trans- 
portation charges, but prior to the 
consolidation, there was 
competition 


with respect to service which was of 
benefit to the'public. It will now be* 
practically impossible for another com- 
j)any to enter the express business in, 
competition 
with 
the 
consolidated 


company. 


"We may regulate the rates and cer- 


tain of the practices of the American 
Railway Express Co., but we will have 
no control over Its attitude toward the 
public. We cannot require It to ren- 
der 
to the 
public that 
efficiency, 


courtesy and fair dealing which, com- 
petition compels." 


Commissioner McChord stated that 


the time is ripe for the railway sys- 
tems of the country to seriously con- 
sider the matter of conducting the ex- 
press business themselves.
